(Continued, from Page 1) 
and Wellesley must raise nearly 
three times the amount raised j 
yearly for the Community Chest. 
Within a few weeks the people 
of our communities will be ap- 
proached by friends and neigh 
bors. 

“Please be thinking about it,” | 
urged Mr. Hampton. “The bed or 
the facilities which your particu- 
lar gift helps to buy for your 
hospital today may be needed by 
someone very dear to you — sud 
donly, desperately, tomorrow. It 
takes a lot of money to do this 
job. It takes sizeable individual 
gifts. The new wing is good in- 
surance for every person in New- 
ton and Wellesley.” 

Mr. Hampton explained that ! 
in the Building Fund Campaign 
in 1945 and 1946 $1,400,000 was 
secured for building purposes. 
“In that campaign," he said, 
“some gave generously. Some, 
not wishing to pledge, made par- 
tial gifts and expressed a desire 
to make additional gifts in sue- 1 
ceeding years. Many people were | 
away— some were not called | 
upon. 

"The need then, as now, was for ! 
additional beds, because there 
has been no expansion of patient 
facilities since 1929. Also then, 
as now. there was a waiting list 
to get into the hospital. 

“The original plans have been 
revised, consolidated and ad- 
justed after consultation with 
doctors and architects. Though 
building costs have mounted, it , 
was decided to erect the seven- 
story shell and equip it as far as 
the money would go. This new 
campaign is to raise the funds to 
complete the equipment and sup- 
ply the beds which are so vitally 
needed.”

The Industries and 
Ranks Division will be under way 
this week, while the municipal, 
stores and public campaign will 
be started later In the month.

sn street, one accommodating 300 , 
cars and the other 130 cars which j 
are being considered. Alderman ; 
Barker said that thc report of his 
committee would soon be in the 
hands of the mayor for his con- 
sideration. 

Mayor Lockwood, during his 
talk later in the evening, touched 
on the parking situation and the 
problems connected with it. He 
wanted thc taxpayers of New- 
ton to realize that when the city 
takes taxpayers’ money and im- 
proves or provides a parking area 
adjacent to some stores, that the 
value of those stores and the am- 
ount of business which they do 
wuld be greatly increased, at the 
expense of the taxpayer of New- 
ton. He pointed out that many 
proprietors of stores felt an ad- 
jacent parking area would be so 
valuable to them that they were 
willing to go to the expense them- 
selves to provide parking facil- 
ities. Mayor Lockwood also told 
that there s a bill under consid- 
eration at thc State House now to 
allow- funds taken from parking 
meters to be used to provide off 
street parking. Whether or not 
this is passed will affect the city’s 
decision as to whether the city 
wants meters installed through- 
out the city. 

The needs at our main library 
were discussed by our head li- 
brarian. Harold A. Wooster. He 
told of the growth of the library 
and its 10 branches, and of the 
report of a library expert who re- 
cently made a survey. The ulti- 
mate objective will be to extend 
the present library out to the 
street, covering the 100 x 115 ft. 
lot with a modern building which ; 
one would step into at street level. : 
The cost of such an extension I 
would be about 400,000. For the 
present the first steps toward 
such a plan are being made at 
the appropriate cost of $50,000. 
This expense includes new bath- 
rooms and rest rooms, removing 
of the great stairway which takes 
up so much valuable space, a new 
electric book life, and florescent 
lights for the reference rooms. 
For this cost the $500,000 build- 
ing Is being modernized and made 
more full efficient. 

Building commissioner of the 
city, Arthur Campbell, showed 
the association maps of the city 
indicating former and present 
day areas in which apartment 
building is permitted. Private res- 
idential areas of the city still 
comprise 93 percent of Newton,

Extensive Research 
Needed To Prevent 
Heart Disease 

The need for extensive re- 
search in the prevenion of heart 
disease was stressed by Dr. Paul 
D. White, Boston cardiologist 
and executive director of the 
National Advisory Heart Coun- 
cil, in a talk Monday afternoon 
at the Newtonville Library. 

Lecturing for the course in 
“Public Heatlh Aspects of Heart 
Disease,” which is being spon- 
sored by the Newton Health De- 
partment, Dr. White stated that 
top priority must be given to 
discovering the causes of the 
various forms of heart disease. 
He said that, although it is im- 
portant to improve methods and 
facilities for treatment, the 
greatest long-term results will 
come from study and applica- 
tion of preventive procedures. 

It is this philosophy, the 
speaker indicated, which led the 
National Advisory Heart Coun- 
cil to ask Congress for large 
research appropriations. Dr. 
White reecntly appeared before 
a Senate committee to support 
this recommendation. 

The provisions of the Nation- 
al Heart Act of 1948 were ex- 
plained by Dr. White. This act 
authorizes the establishment of 
the National Heart Institute and 
the Natoinal Advisory Heart 
Council. Proposed activities in- 
clude research projects, research 
fellowships, construction grants, 
teaching grants, traineeships, 
state control aids, and dissenin- 
ation of information. 

Dr. Lewis C. Robbins, senior 
surgeon of the U. S. Public 
Health Service, also spoke to the 
group of health and welfare 
workers, describing the object- 
ives of the Newton Heart Dem- 
onstration Program. Dr. Robbins 
is serving as medical officer in 
charge of the program, which 
is a joint project of the Newton 
Health Department, the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public 
Health, and the U. S. Public 
Health Service. 

The last session of the 
course, to be presented next 
Mondya, will consist of a panel 
discussion on “A Community 
Heart Program.”

Dr. Stuart Hamilton, director 
of the Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
told the Newton Kiwanis Club, at 
the noon meeting. Wednesday, 
that hospitals arc becoming in- 
creasingly important as a key- 
stone of health in the communi- 
ties they serve.

The toriffic strides in medical 
science, however, and the effici- 
ently staffed and equipped hos- 
pitals of the present era, Dr. 
Hamilton continued, has resulted 
in a constantly increasing de- 
mand for highly specialized care 
and treatment ever available in 
all hospitals. Describing the 
prompt efficiency of a commun- 
ity’s hospital and it’s various de- 
partments in emergency, the 
speaker recalled the recent explo- 
sion. shortly after midnight, in a 
neighboring city. At that time, 
26 badly burned victims were 
rushed to the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. Within the hour, there 
were more doctors in attendance 
than there were patients. Nurses 
off duty promptly returned to 
assist in the task easing their 
suffering, and the city's police 
and firemen roared over the high- 
ways to Blood Banks, in nearby 
municipalities, for the life sus- 
taining fluid. An outstanding 
example of the “hospital and the 
community” working in complete 
and efficient harmony. 

Additional space is now need- 
ed to care for the ailing, inas- 
much as the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital is now available to 103,- 
000 residents of Newton and 
WWellesley. Dr. Hamilton con- 
cluded.

The low-cost house is a reality 
again. It can be built in any sec- 
tion of the United States for 
$6,500 or less. 

The catch is that there must 
be two kinds of economy, one 
good and one not-so-good. If 
there is economy of cost, there 
| must be economy of space as 
well. Today’s under $6, 500 house 
is smaller than its pre-war coun- 
terpart. It must be built simply 
and compactly. 

What makes the low-cost house 
low cost? That question was 
asked of Howard Leland Smith, 
technical director of the govern- 
| ment’s Economy Housing Pro- 
I gram. 

All Plans Similar 

Mr. Smith replied: "Economy 
in the builring of houses means 
that the greatest usefulness must 
be obtained from the smallest 
space. There must be economi- 
cal utilization of materials. Labor 
costs can be reduced and ma- 
terials can be conserved by plan- 
ning room dimensions which per- 
mit the use of standard length 
structural members.” 

Information on eight low-cost 
houses already built in widely' 
separated parts of the country 
shows that construction details 
are closely similar. This leads to 
the conclusion that any FHA-ap- 
proved economy house will be 
generally the same as any other. 

Average cost of the eight 
houses was $5,164. Prices ranged 
from $3,995 to $6,500. Land was 
included In the cost. The average 
plot measures 67 by 140 feet. 

Conventional on-site construe-' 
tion methods were used. Exte- 
rior siding is either asbestos or

The first Naval Reserve air 
base at Squantum, Mass., was 
capable of training only a dozen 
pilots a year 25 years ago. 
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Editor, Newton Graphic: 

Due to the apparent lack of a 
correct understanding concern- 
ing the objectives and nature of 
the proposed recreation or sports 
center at Norumbega Park, I as 
spokesman for a group of New- 
ton people who are endeavoring 
to promote the project have been 
urged to make a full statement 
concerning it. Friends and ad- 
vocates of the project as envision- 
ed by the Newton group believe 
that many of the misconceptions 
and erroneous statements being 
circulated are based upon news- 
paper stories which were pub- 
lished some weeks ago without 
the knowledge of the local group 
and which conveyed an entirely 
wrong impression of the under- 
taking from its standpoint. 

There are several reasons why 
such a statement has not been 
made previously, the principal 
one being that this group has 
been and still is negotiating with 
the owner of Norumbega Park 
for the purchase of the property. 
Until at lease a preliminary 
agreement had been signed we 
believed it was unfair to create 
false hopes in the minds of the 
people and that we were in no 
position to state accurately what 
the facilities would be and there- 
fore what the activities would be. 
I should like to emphsize that this 
situation continues to exist today 
and that as a result I can only 
state what our purposes and ob- 
jective are and what we hope to 
provide in the way of facilities 
and activities. 

For at least two years civic, so- 
cial and educational leaders and 
organizations in Newton have dis- 
cussed the real need for addition- 
al indoor recreational facilities 
particularly for the young people 
of the community. A recommend- 
ation was submitted to the Plan- 
ning Board advocating the erec- 
tion of a municipal auditorium 
and recreational center which 
would provide facilities for many 
civic activities and would also 
include an artificial ice surface 
and a swimming pool. To date no 
opinion has been forthcoming 
from the Planning Board in re- 
gard to such a proposal. In the 
meantime it has become obvious- 
ly apparent that the City of New- 
ton is not now nor will it be in 
the near future in a position to 
undertake such a project in view 
of the more urgent requirements 
for schools, streets and other 
public buildings and services.. 
Nevertheless, the interest and 
desire for such a civic center re- 
mains strong and active. 

A few months ago the owner 
of Norumbega Park called upon 
the Mayor and discussed the pos- 
sibilities of utilizing some of the 
land at Norumbega Park for the 
purpose of developing such a 
center involving a skating rink 
and a swimming pool, through 
the medium of private capital. 
The Mayor then approached me 
and inquired ns to whether or 
not I would be interested and 
willing to investigate the pro- 
posal. I replied that I would be 
happy to do so provided that the 
whole matter be considered only 
in the light of obtaining and 
maintaining primarily for the 
people of Newton facilities which 
they needed and that the capital 
required to finance it would be 
obtained in this general area and 
that control and management be 
in the hands of Newton people 
in order to insure the perpetua-

For the purpose of 
checking my own judgment I 
reported my findings and dis- 
cussed them with many experi- 
enced and respected business 
men who are also leaders in our 
city. Among them were Charles 
B. Floyd, Albert P. Everts, Ken- 
neth S. May, John P. Nixon, 
Wilfred Chagnon and Joseph B. 
Jamieson. All of them, and 
many others, endorse the pur- 
poses and objectives, the facili- 
ites and activities proposed and 
while pointing out the many 
factors which must be consid- 
ered they believe the benefits to 
bo derived are such as to war- 
rant the great amount of co- 
operative effort which must be 
expended to accomplish the de- 
sired results. 

An endeavor to purchase or 
lease from Norumbega Park the 
land necessary for the construc- 
tion of a skating rink and a 
swiming pool have been un- 
successful and it now appears 
more feasible and desirable to 
negotiate for an option to pur- 
chase the entire park.

practice and games for the 
high school, private school and 
parochial school teams, local 
club teams and the development 
of hockey through proper in- 
struction. 

After the skating rink would 
come the swimming pool which 
we would cover and enclose as 
soon as possible to afford year 
round use. 

In addition to these and other 
sports, the facilities will be 
made available for civic, cultural 
and educational events. Consi- 
deration will be given to promot- 
ing all worthwhile and high cal- 
ibre events and activities which 
the people of Newton desire, 
both indoors and out. 

Under no circumstances will 
professional boxing, wrestling or 
night baseball be conducted. /.Iso 
we shall not use Islington Road 
for entrances or exits to any 
parking area. The traffic and 
parking problems will be care- 
fully studied as will any other 
problems effecting the city gen- 
erally or the vicinity of the Park 
in particular. 

I have attempted to state fully 
and clearly in the space allotted 
how and why a Newton group 
has become interested in pur- 
chasing Norumbega Park and 
promoting a recreation center 
at that locality. Our motives 
are none other than stated and 
we are not acting in behalf of 
any individual or other group 
who may be prospective pur- 
chasers of the property. We 
are attempting to finance and 
provide through private capital 
the much needed additional re- 
creational facilities which it is 
impracticable for the city to 
provide. We hope to be succes- 
it at present.

Breakfast on Easter Sunday morning is always one of 
our favorite feasts of the year, and we hope to offer you a 
few recipes in this column that may help to make either 
your Easter breakfast or dinner the success we all want it 
to be. 


Ham for Easter, of course, is as 
traditional as the lily, the new 
spring hat and the tinted egg. 
Some of us prefer it at breakfast, 
others at dinner, and the more 
robust eaters among us will ap- 
ply ourselves heartily to it at 
both meals. 

Whether it’s a whole or half 
ham, it betokens a delightful holi- 
day fare as well as appetite- 
tempting meals and snacks to 
follow. 

Perhaps today you’d welcome a 
few suggestions for baking that 
ham. Some of our neighbors are 
happy to share their secrets on 
producing that tender, flavorful 
Easter ham. 

First, bake the ham in a mod- 
erately slow oven (350 degrees 
F.). Place the ham in the roast- 
ing pan fat side up. Do not cover 
the pan and add no liquid. A 12 
to 14-pound ham will cook in 
about three and a half hours. 
Take the ham from the oven 45 
minutes before it is cooked. Re- 
move the outer rind, cut fat coat- 
ing into diamond shapes, stick a 
whole clove in the centre of each 
diamond and sift brown sugar 
over the fat. Pour any one of the 
following juices over the ham 
and bake for the remainder of 
the time, basting frequently, 
cider, ginger ale, grape juice or 
pineapple juice will help to give 
the ham a delightful flavor. 

Easter Garnishes 

At Easter one naturally turns 
to vegetable-shaped flowers and 
styflzed Easter eggs — those 
symbols of spring. For garnishes,

Easter Dinner Cake 
1 cup cake flour 

I- 2 cup sugar 

II- 3 cups egg-whites 
1-4 teaspoon salt 

1 1-4 teaspoon cream of tartar 

1 cup sugar 

1-2 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1-2 teaspoon almond extract 
4 well beaten egg-yolks 

2 tablespoons cake flour 

1 teaspoon lemon extract 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
Sift one cup flour with 1-2 cup 
of sugar 3 times. Beat egg-white 
until frothy; add salt and cream 
of tartar; beat until stiff but still 
glossy. Add the 1 cup of sugar, a 
little at a time. (Sprinkle over 
egg whites; fold in thoroughly). 
Add vanilla and almond extracts. 
Sift flour mixture over top, a 
little at a time; fold in lightly 
with a down-up-over motion. 
Divide batter into two parts. In- 
to one half, fold in egg yolks, 2 
tablespoons cake flour, and lemon 
extract. Fold vanilla extract into 
the other half. Spoon batter alter- 
nately into ten inch ungreased 
angle-cake pan. Bake in a moder- 
ate oven 350 degrees F.) for 1 
hour. Invert pan to cool.

It has been recognized 
throughout the civilized world, 
and particularly in this country 
in recent years, that health is no 
longer a luxury. In fact, health 
has joined food, clothing and 
shelter to become a fourth neces- 
sity of life. 

In the arch of health, the hos- 
pital stands as one of two key- 
stones. The other is public health. 
The duty of the public health 
service, by and large, is preven- 
tion of disease, whereas the du- 
ties of the hospital center more 
around what we call definitive 
care.

The General Court of Massa- 
chusetts had a busy schedule 
this week. Reports from com- 
mittees are coming in early and 
are crowding the calendar of both 
House and Senate, 
i A terrible blow was struck 
against Governor Dover’s pro- 
posal that $1,900,000 be taken ' 
from the State highway gasoline j 
fund for maintenance of the 
MTA. The State Judicial Court 
of Massachusetts ruled that rev- 
enues from the State gasoline tax 
cannot be used for the MTA. 
They declared that money the 
people last November voted to be 
used solely for highways and 
bridges could not be spent for 
other things such as subways, 
tunnels, elevated. This decision 
will make more than a million 
motorists in the State of Massa- 
chusetts very happy to know that 
their interest has been protected 
by the Supreme Judicial* Court. 
If Governor Dever cannot find 
| other means of raising money to 
I pey the deficit of MTA it is be- 
I lieved that an increase in fare 
is imminent. The Governor an- 
i nounced that he will continue to 
! fight the proposed 15-cent fare 
! increase. 

The Committee on Metropoli- 
tan Affairs reported favorably 
on H. 1?68 to build a $10,000,000 
stadium by the Metropolitan Dis- 
j trict Commission as a “Boston 
War Memorial". This bill was 
sponsored by the American 
Legion. It would provide a stadi- 
um seating capacity of over 100,- 

000 persons and would be avail- 
able for use by all in the State. 

Unmarried women teachers 
will be pleased to learn that they 
may remain in their teaching posi- 
tions when they marry. Bill H. 
301 to permit women teachers to 
; continue in their positions after 
marriage was heard Wednesday 
j afternoon in the Senate. It was 
passed to be engrossed and under 
Suspension of Rules it was im- 
mediately sent to the House for 
enactment. The vote was 18 to 11. 
Senator Melley of Chelsea pleaded 
that it was a moral issue and 
insisted that there was no need 
for women teachers to continue 
on the job after marriage, and 
that it was a shame that single 
women teachers could not obtain 
positions. Senator Leslie Cutler 
pleaded for passage of the bill. 
She said that the bill is supported 
by Mass. Federation of Teachers, 

1 there is a great shortage of 
teachers. When a teacher mar- 

! ries she should not be dismissed. 
It is unfair. Any young woman 
, has tile right to happiness and 


to continue to teach when mar- 
ried. 

The budget of $270,000,000 and 
the distribution of surplus mon- 
eys of $63,000,000 to cities and 
towns will bo heard Monday In 
Senate. 

H. 91 - for highway from Hor- 
ace James Circle to Needham, 
Route 128 through Oak Hill park 
veterans housing section of New- 
ton — the Committee on Metropoli- 
tan Affairs voted leave to with- 
draw. Many veterans of the sec- 
tion appeared and strongly 
voiced their obectlon to the high- 
way. 

Senate 540 was heard before 
the Committee on Taxation. The 
bill asks for legislation to tax all 
machinery sold in the process of 
liquidation of a manufacturing 
plant and having a total value in 
excess of $5000 at the rate of 50 
per cent. No machinery sold in 
liquidation of a manufacturing 
plant shall be removed from the 
State until the taxes have been 
paid. Jarvis Hunt, legislative 
agent for the Associated Indus- 
tries and C. I. Drayton, Jr., for 
the Boston Bar Association, op- 
posed the measure. Mr. Hunt 
said that it is unconstitutional. 
We should not put such a burden 
on industries, that the cost of 
taxes on plants in this State is 
higher compared to other States 
and we are the third highest in 
the country on business failures, 
California first and New York 
second. 

Congressman Donald Nichol- 
son, former president of State 
Senate, visited the Senate and 
House. Leo P. Noonan of New 
York Assembly was also a visi- 
tor in the House. "Welcome back 
Rep. Spear” was the greeting 
given to Rep. Margaret Spear of 
Newton, after an absence of sev- 
eral weeks from the House of 
Representatives because of ill- 
ness. 

Rep. Howard Whitmore, Jr., 
appeared before the Committee 
on Pensions asking that legisla- 
tion be enacted to authorize the 
City of Newton to increase the 
pension of Edward A. Moan, a 
retired police officer with 30 
years’ service by $150. Mr. Moan 
retired one year before a law 
was enacted to pay a bonus of 
$150. This legislation is asked 
to correct an injustice. Mr. Moan 
is the only one in Newton that 
is effected. The petition was ap- 
proved by the mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Newton. Rep. Rawson spoke in 
favor.

part of Plan E was defeated in 
the House by vote 114 to 100. 

At a legislative hearing on H. 
856 before the Committee on Edu- 
cation, an audience of 500 men 
and women teachers appeared 
at the Gardner Auditorium. Dan- 
iel J. O’Connell, legislative coun- 
sel for the Schoolmen of Mass. 
Association and the Boston High 
School Masters Association, asked 
for family dependency allow- 
ances for men teachers, “because 
we don’t want the teaching pro- 
fessions to be dominated by wo- 
men, that a man who is the head 
of a family will avoid becoming 
a teacher nowadays because of 
the low salaries and the increase 
in the cost of living". This bill 
authorizes local cities and towns 
to pay family allowances to men 
teachers if the teacher can show 
legal obligation. Mr. O’Connell 
said we are trying to make sal- 
aries attractive enough to induce 
men teachers to enter the pro- 
fession and to remain there. Leo 
V. Halloran of Newton, teacher 
at English High School, Boston, 
spoke in favor of the bill: He 
quoted Dr. Grace Fernald, psy- 
chologist at Univ. of Calif., Los 
Angeles, that there are too many 
women teachers. They are ruin-, 
ing our educational system. He 
aroused bitter feeling in the 
crowded auditorium and was 
hissed and booed and ridiculed 
by women teachers. Many spoke 
for the bill as they did against 
it. This bill does not apply to 
men teachers in ♦he City of New- 
ton. Equal pay for men and wo- 
men teachers was defeated by 
referendum in 1947. 

A public hearing on petition H. 
435 to authorize the establish- 
ment of schools of medicine and 
dentistry as part of the Univer- 
sity of Mass, will be heard May 
2 by legislative committee on 
education.

Dear Editor:: 

A good deal of discussion has 
arisen regarding the proposed 
Embankment Road, which has 
been before the Legislature. The 
bill proposes an express highway 
along the Boston side of the 
Ch&rles River Basin, running 
from Soldiers Field Road in the 
rear of the Boston University 
campus down the Esplanade to 
the Charles Street Station, M. T. 
A., and continuing along as far 
as the Nashua Street traffic cir- 
cle near North Station. It is to 
be a four-lane highway and traf- 
fic carihot enter or leave be- 
tween Charlesgate and the M. T. 
A. Station, estimated cost eight 
million dollars. Pedestrian over- 
passes will be built to allow peo- 
ple to cross over to the Esplan- 
ade. 

I am opposed to this costly 
road, which would interfere with 
the enjoyment of the Storrow 
Embankment. Boston needs a 
good traffic artery to the west, 
but it should take traffic to and 
from the business district. Over 
43,000 cars a day pour into Bos- 
ton from the west, chiefly by way 
of Commonwealth Avenue, Sol- 
diers Field Road and Beacon 
Street. Thirty thousand of these 
cars, about three-fourths, go to 
destinations in the area of Park 
Square or South Station. I pro- 
pose an expressway built over 
the B. & A. tracks from Cottage 
Farm in, to run as far as Boyls- 
ton Street, near Massachusetts 
Avenue for the present and to be 
extended later. This would take 
traffic from Soldiers Field road, 
Commonwealth Avenue and Bea- 
con Street, and permit it to go 
non-stop to Copley Square. Mass- 
achusetts Avenue and Charles- 
gate West would be overpassed. 
This would remove the tremen- 
dous congestion in Kenmore 
Square and around the Boston 
University campus. It would ac- 
commodate the crowds at Braves 
Field and Fenway Park. It has 
been done successfully in Park 
Ave. New York, and elsewhere. 
It would not destroy a single 
blade of grass nor bring addi- 
tional vehicles into a residential 
area. Boylston St. could be wid- 
ened for six lanes of traffic with- 
out taking any buildings. 

Eight million dollars would go 
toward a real Improvement for 
the commuters from the west if 
used this way.

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what he is purchasing. Another 
way in which hospitals are a 
peculiar business is that we sell 
our product to the purchaser 
whether he can pay for it or not. 
It is not necessary for him to 
demonstrate ability to pay for 
the product, but only to demon- 
strate a need for it in order to 
receive it.” 

As an example of this, your 
hospital gave over $115,000 in 
charitable allowances last year. 
That’s a lot of money. It was 
more money than we received 
from the Community Chest and 
from our endowment. Part of the 
answer to the question: Why is 
it so much? is that Newton so 
far has taken care of its own a§ 
far as medical care is concerned. 
Many other towns, and most of 
the towns surrounding us, do not 
have clinics, and may do not 
have hospitals which take care 
of charity patients, or of patients 
who are not able to pay the full 
cost of their hospital care. These 
patients in the other towns are 
shunted into the large hospitals 
in the city. We take care of our 
own here. Another point in the 
size of this figure is, of course, 
the ever shrinking value of the 
dollar, which has increased all 
of our expenses two fold in the 
last 10 years. 

When business is not too good, 
when we are not showing a hand- 
some surplus, why should we ex- 
pand? What reason is there for 
enlarging the hospital? Once 
again, hospitals are peculiar. We 
expand, not because we are mak- 
ing a profit and hope to make 
more, but rather because we 
know that a need exists for the 
facilities which we offffer, and 
we do so without too much re- 
gard as to whether we are going 
to end up the richer or the poor- 
er in our annual financial op- 
erations as a result. If, by ex- 
panding or by changing, we have 
helped the health of our com- 
munity, we end up the richer al- 
most regardless of the cost. 

There is a definite need for ex- 
pansion because of the size of 
the communities served. When 
the present building opened in 
1929 tfewton and Wellesley had 
a combined population of 77,000. 
The combined population is now 
103,000 although there has been 
no increase in the number of 
beds available. 

The other reason why we 
should expand is that we must 
modernize some of our old build- 
ilngs to the extent of removing 
patients from them and putting 
them in modern, fire-resistant 
buildings. At a "recent hospital 
fire in Illinois . . . but I need not 
dwell further on the dangers of 
such a catastrophe in a hospital. 

How did we go about this ex- 
pansion, or the plans for it? 
Several years ago when the orig-

inal building fund drive was 
begun, plans were drawn which 
called for a Y-shaped building. 
Those plans, if followed through 
today, would cost in excess of 
$5,000,000. This is money which 
do not have and cannot hope 
to obtain. It has been necessary 
therefore, in the face of rising 
building costs — and they have 
doubled since the original plans 
were drawn— to revise our plans 
drastically. In so doing we tried 
to consider, not only the amount 
of money available, but the ac- 
tual needs of the community. Be- 
cause of this, a building was 
designed which, when completed, 
will cost more than the $1,400,- 
000 which was collected in the 
first campaign. We have noL 
however, and do not intend t<? 
commit ourselves to spend more 
money than we have at hand. 

HOw do we expect to finance 
this building?? We talked with 
the authorities in the State 
House about state financing 
through the Hill-Burton Act, us- 
ing federal funds. It so happen- 
ed, because we had been forward- 
looking in taking care of our 
people in the past, that our hos- 
pital situation was enough bet- 
ter than that of most other com- 
munities that we were not in a 
position to receive this money. 
We were too far down on the 
list. It has been necessary, there- 
fore, to finance the hospital by 
public subscription, going out to 
the, people of the community to 
ask them for the funds with 
which to provide adequate facil- 
ities for rgedical -care of the 
citizens. It seems to me that 
there are two great appeals in 
such a drive, or perhaps three. 

The first is that it is a local 
agency. The second is that it is 
a great humanitarian effort. 
And, if we need it, there is the 
third appeal, which is a selfish 
one in that the gift which we 
make will be providing the facil- 
ities which some day may be 
desperately-needed by us our- 
selves or by the members of our 
own families.

Think for a moment about how 
you would feel if there were se- 
rious illness in your family, and 
no room available in a hospital. 
Imagine your son or daughter, 
your wife or mother, or you, 
yourself, stricken with pneumon- 
ia or heart disease, or cancer. 
Your physician tells you there is 
no bed available for your care. 

"There are many others wait- 
ing,” the hospital reports. "We 
have rooms in our new wing, but 
they are unfurnished. There was 
not enough money for beds and 
equipment.” 

That could happen to you. Your 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital needs 
money to complete the new wing 
which will be quipped with 161 
beds to take care or sick and in- 
jured in this fast-growing com- 
munity. 

A new seven-story wing is be- 
ing built with the money avail- 
able now. These funds are suffi- 
cient to erect the building and to 
fuinish the lower floors. But the 
upper floors will remain an empty 
shell unless Newton and Welles- 
ley citizens subscribe enough 
money to furnish the rooms, and 
to supply the necessary service 
equipment. 

These badly-needed upper floors 
must not remain empty when pa- 
tients are waiting for admission. 
Do you want to take the chance 
that you, or someone dear to you, 
will risk serious illness, possibly 
death, for lack of a hospital room 
—of course not! 

‘‘Am I my brother’s keeper?” 

Yes, neighbor, you are — when 
it comes to your share of respon- 
sibility for maintaining first class 
hospital facilities in your city. 

Newton-Wellesley Hospital has 
only a limited endowment. It is 
strictly a community enterprise, 
depending wholly upon income 
from patients supplemented by 
an allotment from the Commun- 
ity Chest, and by personal do- 
nalions. 

It is a non-profit, self-sustain- 
ing hospital. There is no tax 
money set aside for the support 
of the hospital. No physician on 
the active or consulting staff ben- 
efits financially from the hospital 
income. Everybody in the com 
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munity, rich and poor alike, is 
eligible for admission. If a man 
can’t pay a hospital bill, he re- 
ceives treatment without cost- 
provided, naturally, that beds are 
available. 

Some people may reason that 
because the hospital has a beau- 
tiful setting, and an imposing 
facade, it is obviously a prosper- 
ous, money-making Institution. 
That is decidedly not true. New- 
ton-Wellesley Hospital frequently 
faces a deficit, due to rising ex- 
penses, the below-cost income 
from charity or semi-charity pa- 
tients, and its obligations to deal 
w’.tn emergency cases, without 
ary assurance of payment. 

So, you see, this fine hospital — 
and it is one of the best volun- 
tary community hospitals in the 
country— must depend upon the 
community for support. It is, 
literally, your hospital. Every 
resident of Newton and Wellesley 
can take genuine pride in feeling 
th?t he has part ownership in 
this institution. But the hospital 
can’t function without ample fa- 
cilities. Those empty rooms must 
bo completed. 

Newton-Wellesley Hospital care 
an, i service are held in high re- 
gard by former patients. For 
several years it has been the prac- 
tice of the Administration to 
wiite letters to patients after 
their discharge, inviting them to 
comment on their treatment. 

They are asked, for the sake 
of hospital efficiency, to make 
their complaints in writing. 

Ninety-five per cent of the re- 
plies are expressions of grati- 
tude, with high praise for the 
hospital. But the relatively few 
letters of criticism and complaint 
get immediate and serious atten- 
tion. The Hospital Director in- 
vestigates, personally, then cor- 
rects anything wrong, and in- 
forms the complaining writer of 
the corrective action taken. 

The result is that your New- 
ton-Wellesley Hospital has an ex- 
cellent reputation in this com- 
munity. Its facilities, although 
limited, considering the popula- 
tion served, are the best that 
modern medical science can pro- 
vide. Its staff, carefully selected 
from among the physicians and 
surgeons of the community, rep- 
resents all the important medical 
specialties. These doctors have 
close affiliations with the big 
medical centers of Boston— many 
have staff affiliations with the 
great teaching hospitals in Bos- 
ton. 

The space is ready — the beds are 
lacking! 

Too often, in recent years, it 
has been the painful duty of the 
nospital management to say who 
can be admitted, who must be 
refused. All for lack of beds. 

The walls and roof are on their 
way up, the space is waiting. The 
medical and surgical staffs are 
complete and efficient. The Nurs- 
ing School is provid’ng compe- 
tent, well-trained nurses to whom 
service at Newton-WeUesley Hos- 
pilal is looked upon not only as 
an opportunity, but as a symbol 
of recognition. Many of these 
nurses are recruited from New- 
ton and Wellesley. They are our 
own girls. 

Actually, your hospital faces 
this situation: several floors of 
empty space, with only the out- 
side walls and roof in place. No 
rooms, no equipment, no beds.

NEWTON-WELLESLEY HOSPITAL? 


Question: In this campaign for the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital Building 
Fund, you will probably ask yourself : ' How 
much shculd I contribute? What should be 
my yardstick for giving 9 ” 

Answer: This drive is not for mainte- 
nance. It is a “capital” campaign to 
provide permanent facilities, — beds and 
equipment There has been no expansion 
in the “patient facilities” since 1929. In 
the meantime Newton and Wellesley have 
increased in population by 35%. It will 
take a pretty sizeable gift from every 
household to provide the needed beds, — to 
eliminate the tragic waiting list problem 
that we now have. But this new wing, 
fully eq dipped, should suffice for the next 
fifteen cr twenty years. 

Question How much money is needed 
now? 

Answer: It will take $960,000 to “finish 
the job” now. This is about three times 
the amount raised in Newton and Wel- 
lesley each year for 4 our combined Com- 
munity Cnest drives. 

Question: Must I contribute to assure my- 
self and my family a bed ? 

Answer. No, of course not. This is your 
hospital, whether you contribute or not. 
The question is, would you perhaps feel a 
little better about it if you had done your 
share, — if you had helped to provide the 
bed or some of the equipment that may be 
needed suddenly, desperately, by you or 
some member of your family. 

Question: What is iny chance of needing 
a hospital bed? 

Answer: The figures show that one of 
every eight people in these two com- 
munities will be hospitalized some time this 
coming year. At present the hospital is 
literally “bursting at the seams.” We have 
had beds in the corridors and service areas 
many times, but even so, in the peak 
periods through the Winter we have again 
and again had to turn away patients who 
needed immediate care. 

Question Will I need to make my gift in 
a single payment? Perhaps I could do 
more if i could budget my contribution. 

Answer : We will be glad to have you bud- 
get your payments. Your gift may be 
divided into six equal payments four 
months apart. A reminder wiil be sent you 
as payment dates fall due. 


Question* Didn’t we have a campaign. 

back in 1945-46 for this same purpose? 
What happened to that money? 

Answer: We did. We set a goal of $2,- 
250,000, — the campaign netted $1,400,- 
000. Some gave generously, not wishing to 
pledge, made gifts and requested the right 
to contribute additional sums later. As the 
campaign was late in the season, many were 
away at the time of the drive. At that 
time, we had to postpone building, — ma- 
terials could not be secured, nor a firm con- 
tract let. In the meantime, when prices 
began to rise, the trustees and the medical 
staff voted to re-design the original plan, 
eliminate all unnecessary features in order 
to reduce costs, and to provide as quickly 
as possible the desperately needed beds. 
With the revised plans it was decided to 
build the entire wing, and launch an im- 
mediate “Let’s Finish the Job” campaign 
to provide the equipment. 

Question* Will the new wing increase effi- 
ciency of service at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital ? 

Answer: Y'es. When the new wing is built 
and all patients are housed in one mod- 
ern, firesate building, much of the uneco- 
nomical time and energy spent in walking 
from one building to another will be elimi- 
nated, and converted to patient care. As 
it is now, the laboratory technicians alone 
waste two hours a day in getting from one 
location to another. Services will be mod- 
ernized and centralized in the new wing. 

Question: Is the campaign being run by 
outride professionals? 

Answer: No. * It is conducted entirely by 
local citizens on a volunteer basis, thus 
insuring that the maximum amount of your 
gift will go to your Hospital. 

Question. Is my gift deductible from an 
income tax standpoint? 

Answer: Yes. Gifts of this type are fully 
deductible up to a total of 15% of your 
income. 

Question: I assume that my gift will be 
acceptable in any amount. The need is 
great, and I can see that I should make it 
as large as I am able. Could I perhaps have 
my gift purchase some specific needed 
equipment? 

Answer: Yes. Many have stated they 
would like to have their contributions, 
in so far as possible, purchase a specific unit 
in the new wing.

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News From The State House 

By HELEN L. RING 


If the legislature wishes to fin- 
ish all their work by July 15 of 
this year, they will have to meet 
earlier In the day. An order was 
presented by Rep Murphy, of Mal- 
den that the House meet at 1 
o’clock, Monday through Thurs- 
day, and at 11 o’clock a.m. on 
Friday. A unanimous vote was 
taken. Some of the members 
showed their disapproval. 

Governor Dover submitted a 
bill to the Legislature calling for 
a total appropriations of over $3 
million. The largest item was 
for $1,943,713 for Veterans Serv- 
ice Fund. The amount asked for 
Education is $37,601.02 to com- 
plete the reimbursement of cities 
and towns for high school tuition. 
This bill is only a part of a budg- 
et for the fiscal year which ends 
July 1. 

The legislative committee on 
Public Service reported favorably 
on a bill giving the 280 members 
of the House and Senate an in- 
crease in salary of $1,000. The 
members are now receiving $2,750 
a year and with this boost it will 
net them a neat sum of $3,750. 
The President of the Senate and 
the Speaker of the House will 
get $6,500. None of the members 
are objecting. It must be refer- 
red to the Ways and Means be- 
fore it is approved. 

U. S. Senator Joseph C. O’Ma- 
honey from Wyoming was intro- 
duced in the House of Represen- 
tatives and spoke briefly to the 
members. 

Mayor Curley of Boston ap- 
peared at a hearing on Taxation 


Wednesday. He said that he 
came with his hat in his hand 
to seek relief for cities and towns 
and to urge the measure which 
was filed by the auditor and 
budget commissioner of Boston. 
Bill H I486 is to boost corporation 
and personal taxes by over $125 
million in onler to divert this 
money to help the cities and 
towns. It would increase individ- 
ual state income by VA to 6 7c. 
This would double the 3% capital 
gains fax, would raise the tax on 
corporation net assets from $5 to 
$25 a thousand and would hike 
the corporations income tax from 
2 l A to 7 'AVc. Mayor Curley said 
if you pass this bill, the taxes 
would drop as much as $10 a 
thousand. There was many sighs, 
oh’s and ah’s from the crowded 
room. He also stated that it 
would help veterans benefits, old 
age, education, etc. Many union 
leaders recorded themselves in 
favor. There was much opposi- 
tion to the bill. The Chamber of 
Commerce of Newton and Zenith 
Products Co., of West Newton 
recorded themselves opposed. Ac- 
cording to statements passed out 
to reporters the amount the city 
of Newton would receive would 
be 2.625% or $2,333,680 instead of 
$494,193 which the city is now 
receiving. 

The bill for women for jury 
duty was heard in the Senate on 
Wednesday, ft was voted to give 
it a 3rd reading. The Commit- 
tee on Counties voted that the 
bill “ought not to pass.’’ Senator 
Holmes said that the taxpayers 


may object to expend $250,000 
necessary if this bill were passed. 
It is predicted that the bill may 
never be passed. 

The legislative committee on 
public service threw out a bill 
that woud repeal the 48 hour 
week law for firemen. 

Bill H 301 permitting women 
school teachers to remain when 
they marry was killed by the leg- 
islative. It was referred to the 
next annual session. A lively de- 
bate in the House took place. It 
was charged that married teach- 
ers were fired and then hired 
back at lower wages as substi- 
tutes. 

A parking lot near Braves Field 
which we fans are well acquaint- 
ed with, and owned by the State 
of Massachusetts, may be doom- 
ed for parking cars of baseball 
fans attending games. The Ways 
and Means .committee may vote 
not to rent it again to private 
peo\le who now have it. In the 
House th/re was much opposition 
to renting the field by Represen- 
tatives outside of the City of 
Boston. They say that motorists 
going to games should ride the 
MTA and help relieve the deficit. 
Representatives from Boston 
think otherwise. They say it re- 
lieves congestion. 

The Committee on Education 
will hear bills on Monday, May 2.

and unique plantings in the trop- 
ical greenhouse. 

This fascinating place opens 
from three rooms in the Bachrach 
home. From living room and 
dining room balconies one looks 
down on a rare banana tree, 
which has actually produced ban- 
anas, a bamboo tree and some 
small orange trees. There is the 
exquisite Bassion-flowcr vine, the 
lovely Cherokee Rose, the Creep- 
ing Fig, and Bougainvillea. In 
the gold fish pool at one end of 
this unusual tropical room grow 
the palmlike leaved of Cyperus 
Papyrus, the plant from which 
the ancient Egyptians ma^ie 
paper. 

Far at the other end of the 
scale is the little Newton Centre 
Library garden, which shows 
what a garden club can do for a 
community. Plain and simple is 
the planting, yet appreciatively 
effective. Along the drive are 
cheery daffodils with hollyhocks 
following later in the season. In 
back of the building is a delight- 
ful little spot laid out in the 
manner of a small English formal 
garden with numerous small bulb 
flowers in the spring. As the 
Season advances the garden be- 
comes mostly a green garden of 
interesting shrubs planting to 
facilitate upkeep during the hot 
weather. 

Not too far from the library, is 
the natural rock garden of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. K. Billingsley, 58 
Westsminister Road, Newton Cen- 
tre. In a similar situation some 
people might have said, “We 
can’t have a .garden. We have 
nothing but rocks.” But not so 
the Billingsleys. They have built 
a perfectly beautiful garden in 
on, and around the enormous 
rock ledges which go to comprise 
their back yard. Here are to be 
found all the early spring bulbs, 
wild blue phlox in abundance, a 
pink dogwood with white grape- 
hyacinths under it, aubretia and 
other true rock garden plants, 
some rare azaleas and other 
shrubs and trees planted to fit 
perfectly into the rustic back- 
ground that the Billingsleys have 
created.

Just as baseball was the popu- 
lar sport in Summer, we became 
interested in football, too. It was 
being played at Newton High, 
when we were in Bigelow, and as 
some of our older brothers were 
playing on the team, we natural- 
ly liked to sec them when the 
inter-school iontests took place. 
The Newton games were played 
on a field near the corner of Wal- 
nut and Watertown streets. 
There were games at Cambridge 
against Cambridge Manual Train 
ing School and Noble and Green- 
ough, and when we took these in, 
we went by horse car from 
Nonantum square. These cars 
were light affairs and on the re- 
turn trip after a victorious game, 
we were, of course, in a jubilant 
mood, and the cars were full of 
boys, some standing on each plat- 
form. By springing up and down, 
first the front crowd and then 
the rear ones, the horse car would 
soon be rocking, and the first 
thing we knew, it would jounce 
off the track. Of course we re- 
ceived the admonition of the driv- 
er and conductor, but we had ex- 
pected nothing less. When we 
reached the foot of Galen street 
hill, an extra horse was hitched 
on, to help pull the car up the 
hill. This was the regular routine 
with every Newton-bound car.

William G. Starkweather of 17 
Gibson road, Newtonville, pres- 
ident of the Starkweather En- 
gineering Company of Newton- 
ville, died on Saturday. April 23. 

Mr. Starkweather was born in 
Milwaukee. Wis., the son of Wil- 
liam Henry and Mary Louise 
(Parsons) Starkweather. He was 
a descendant of Robert Stark- 
weather who settled in Ipswich 
in 1640 and of Joseph Parsons 
who settled in Northampton in 
1630. He received his early educa- 
tion in the grade and high schools 
in Milwaukee and entered Cor- 
nell University in 1888 where he 
studied engiheering and was a 
member of Gamma Dalto frater- 
nity.

He entered the employ of the 
American Steel Barge Company. 
West Superior, Wis., where he 
was engaged in “Whaleback” 
construction and helped design 
the “Christopher Columbus” for 
the World’s Fair held in Chicago 
in 1893, also the barge "Colgate 
Hoyt” of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and others. He returned to 
Milwaukee as a draftsman for 
Filer and Stowell. He later was 
with the Bucyrus Company on 
dredges and steam shovels and 
with the E. ’P. Allis Co. in the 
drafting department. 

In 1895, he formed the San 
Francisco engineering Arm of 
Tracy, Starkweather & Tracy. He 
joined the A. S. M. E. in 1897. He 
also founded the Milwaukee En- 
gineering Company, manufactur- 
ers of bicycles and later steam 
automobiles and trucks, and was 
a charter member of the Mil- 
waukee Engineering Society. 

He came East in 1905 for Allis- 
Chalmers Co. and two years later 
established the Starkweather En- 
gineering Company. 

He was married in 1897 to Helen 
Kellogg Burr of Milwaukee who 
died February 1. 1944.
